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POOL REPORT. 


The School Board would respectfully submit the follow- 
ing report for the year ending March 1, 1888. 


Another year has passed and we are pleased to report that, 
in Our opinion, the ‘‘experiment,” if it is one, of consolidation 
of districts will eventually be a success. While many things 
remain undone, much good has been accomplished. One evil, 
the multiplicity of text-books that we referred to in our last 
report, owing to the liberality of the town, we have overcome. 
‘‘F'ree text books,” has become a law with us, and, with one 
exception, all the schools are using the same kind of books. 
The benefits resulting from this system no one can deny. 


One great drawback to the success of our schools that we 
briefly alluded to last year has not been removed. We refer to 
non-attendance. No teacher can make a school a success unless 
the parents co-operate. 


Asarule, nothing but sickness should ever be permitted 
to interfere with school attendance, simply because a child 
does ‘‘not wish to go to school” should never be made an 
excuse to allow an absence. <A hearty co-operation of the 
parent and teacher can be secured in no better manner than to 
use their utmost endeavors to cause the attendance to be per- 
fect. Another great evil — tardiness — we consider entirely 
unnecessary. The parents’ duty is plainly to give their 
children every possible advantage to secure an education; it is 
the child’s right—they can demand it, our laws compel it; and 
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it should be not only the duty but a pleasure to the parent to 
second every effort of the teacher. 


We feel justified in saying that better teachers have been 
introduced and it will be our aim to retain those only who are 
suited to the profession and are well qualified and anxious to 
improve our schools till they reach a standard of excellence far 
in advance of their present state. ‘To accomplish this, we 
must have the co-operation of parents and citizens of the town 
and the present habit of non-attendance above referred to must 
be overcome. 


Believing that the future welfare ofthe town depends 
largely upon the advancement of the cause of education and 
that the citizens will endeavor to assist in promoting the same, 
we would recommend that the appropriations for the coming 
year be increased rather than diminished and we promise to 
use the funds entrusted to us to the best of our judgment and 
ability. 

The school at the Center under the care of Miss Prescott, 
started out under favorable auspices, but owing to a variety 
of unavoidable circumstances, the success met with has not 
been what was hoped. 


The ‘great fire” in May completely demoralized the 
school for quite a period, broke up classes and put everything 
in confusion for the first term. During the second and third 
terms the amount of sickness in the district was unprecedented. 
All but three of the scholars suffered an attack of the mumps, 
and during the present winter other diseases have compelled 
the attendance to be much less than we wished. Under such 
circumstances it has been hard for the teacher. She has la- 
bored faithfully and well, although once herself prostrated by 
sickness, and we have no doubt that otherwise her success 
would have been all to be desired. 


The first two terms of the Pine Hill school, taught by 
Miss Mulliken, showed a marked improvement, which has 
continued through the third term, when the Union school was 
united with the Pine Hill. We think more interest is taken in 
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the schools by the parents and citizens in these two districts 
than in any other portion of the town, and as a natural conse- 
quence more success is attained. 


Miss Smith, who taught the first two terms at the Union, 
had a pleasant school, and was very successful. 


The school in the Hoyt district was taught the first term 
by Miss Pollard, who met with her usual success; the next 
two terms continued by Mrs. Hoyt. This is the smallest 
school in town, but both teacher and scholars are very earnest 
in their work, and good results are apparent. 


__ The school in the Peaslee district, taught by Miss Kimball, 
was found, when visited by us, to be in the same promising 
condition as when left at the close of last year, We visited 
the school five times during her two terms, and think that 
Miss Kimball fully maintains her good record of last year. 


The Junction school was in poor condition for a teacher to 
advance in education, as a thorough training in the matter of 
discipline was necessary before anything else could be done. 
The first term, however, under the management of Miss Rob- 
inson, was found to have resulted ina great change for the 
better, in the behavior of the scholars, and at the close of the 
second term, quite a model school was found, and as fair ad- 
vancement in studies as we could expect, remembering the un- 
usual amount of absences, on account of contagious diseases 
and other causes. 


The winter term at the Junction, in the new school house, 
was taught by the teacher of the ‘‘old Junction school,” and her 
former scholars, with the addition of those from the Peaslee, 
so called, composed the new school, which was found to be in 
fair working condition when first visited ; and, at the examina- 
tion at the end of the term, the pupils were found to have 
made good advancement in some studies and much improve- 
ment for the year in deportment. 

It will be necessary to soon take some action towards grading 
the larger schools. The one at the Center is already too large 
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for one teacher. There are so many classes that it is simply 
impossible to give each the proper amount of time. In the 
new schoolhouses, we think a Primary teacher could be added | 
to advantage. Recitations could be heard in the room provided 
for that purpose; thus avoiding confusion of classes in the 
main room. By this method more time could be given to the 
several classes and it would be one step towards grading. 


In conclusion, we would invite the citizens to visit the 
different schools at any time. It encourages both teacher and 
pupil; and we hope the coming year, many who have never 
availed themselves of the privilege will do so.
